‘“T°HE four guiding points in diet, according to Pro- 
| fessor Stirling, are, that not more than suflicient for 
the maintenance of the body should be eaten, that the 
different food values should be in the proper proportion,

that the food should be digestible ind that it ill be 
free from adulteration. It is of extreme importance to 
have a mixed diet of not too bulky a nature A purely 
vegetarian diet is ditlicult of digestion. Most people err 
in eating too much, and if Professor Chittenden’s recent 
experiments stand some further tests his dietary quanti 
ties will completely revolutionise our habits, for he re 


commended reducing our food to one-half of what 1s at 
present considered necessary. As an excellent precept to 
be borne in mind, Professor Stirling quoted the old 
saying : 

‘**Fast and fear not, you'll need no drop or pill; 

Hunger may starve; excess is sure to kill.” 

At this week’s lecture Professor Stirling discussed the 
popular beverages, tea, coffee, cocoa Phey all to a more 
or less degree stimulate greater inte llectual a tivity lea 
contains 15 per cent. tannic acid, which has an astringent 
effect. This acid is highly soluble in hot water; theretore 
tea must be carefully infused After five minutes’ infu- 
sion China tea gives off 3.06 of tannin; ¢ eylon tea 5.81 
and Indian tea, 6.77; after ten minutes’ infusion China 
tea gives 3.78 of tannin, Ceylon 7.30, and Indian 8.09 
Coffee contains only 5 per cent. of tannic acid. It 
has a greater stimulating efiect than tea Chicory was 
first introduced as adulteration to give a strong colour, 
and now many people have come to lke it but it ha 
none of the stimulating properties of cofiee. Cocoa, un 
like the others, has a small food value, and stimulates to 
a less degree. ( hocolate was highly reco men led as in 
excellent form of concentrated nourishment for ravelling 
or similar occasions. Alcohol begins by stimulatiz and 
ends by paralysing.
